NEW YORK, Nov. 7.-—-The United States today was in the 
hands of President Roosevelt, his new dealers, and the Demo- 


cratic party. 


As a result of yesterday’s congressional elec- 


tions, the Republican party retained less than one-third of the 
senate seats, a similar fraction in the house, and was of less 
account than at any time since its founding. It was the most 
astounding off-year election in history. 


G.0.P. ROUTED 
FIRST TIME IN 
WHOLE HISTORY 


Republicans Are Over- 
whelmed in Both Houses 


of Congress 
By Associated Press 
For the first time since the 
Republican party was organized 
just before the Civil War, the 
Democrats today obtained more 
than a two-third majority -of the 
senate.. , ow 
Selection of Democrats in Ne- 
braska in yesterday's elections gave 


the party 66—two more than the 
two-thirds. } 
In addition, Joseph F. Guffey, 


Democratic candidate for the senate 
from Pennsylvania against the Re- 
publican stalwart, David A. Reed, | 
gained a lead of more than 100,000. 
Democrats claim he was “in.” 

Only four Republicans had been 
definitely elected in the Democratic 
landslide, They were in California, 
Delaware, Vermont and Michigan. 
Maine elected a Republican’ in 
September. That gives the G.O.P. 
23 senate seats, 


Twenty-three Democratic Sena- 
tors were chosen, eight of them 
capturing Republican seats. Re- 


publicans that fell before the on- 
slaught were in Connecticut, In- 
diana, Maryland, Missouri, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Rhode Island and 
West Virginia. 

Both Robert M. LaFollette, Pro- 
gressive candidate for re-election 
to the senate, and his brother, Phil, 
running on the same ticket for 
Governor, were victorious 


Typical of the sweep of 
the new deal was the situa- 
tion in the Reptblican 


stronghold of Pennsylvania. 
There Joseph P. Guffey, 
Rooseveltian, snatched a 
lead from Senator David A. 
Reed, seeking re-election, 
while the Democrats seized 
three seats in Philadelphia. 
This was unprecedented 
and meant that, contrary to 
the custom in “off-year” 
elections, the “ins” stood a 
chance of maintaining their 
large majority in the house. 


In Missouri the Democrats took a| 


senate seat away from the Repub- 
licans, as they did in Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut, Ohio, 
Nebraska. They were leading in 
the races in Indiana and in West 
Virginia where Rush Dew Holt, in 
his 29th year, was ahead. 

It seemed Republicanism as a 
party would emerge from the land- | 
slide with less strength than ever 
before in history. 


| LOSE SIX SENATORS 


Republicans in West Virginia, 
Missouri, Ohio, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut and Indiana gave up 
six senate seats to the Democrats, 
A half dozen seats also went to 
swell the already large Roosevelt 
quota in the house of representa- 
tives.

Air Swallowers 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In India among a certain sect of Hindus 
practicing yoga there is a peculiar exercise 
performed of swallowing air. They are able to 
fill up the stomach and intestines with air just 
by closing the mouth, filling it full of air and 


swallowing. I know that many patients, who 
belch and suffer from gas 
attacks following a meal, 
upon examination often prove 
to be unknowingly  swal- 
lowers of air. In some in- 
stances attacks of air swal- 


lowing are apt to be followed 
by very painful distention of 
the stomach. The hypoch- 
ondriac or the neurasthenic, 
who looks for painful or dis- 
tressful symptoms after eat- 
ing, is the most apt to be

affected, but even normal people occasionally 


develop the air swallowing habit. Anyone who 
has “gas on the stomach” should observe him- 
self to see whether or not he is unconsciously 
swallowing air. 

The scientific term for this disorder is aero- 
phagia. It does not include the gas formed by 
food fermentation. The air may be swallowed 
with food or drink, during hiccoughs, or during 
the action of belching. During an attack the 
patient may have difficulty in breathing, rapid 
heart, and a flushed skin. This is because the 
pressure of the air-distended stomach and eso- 
phagus pushes the heart upward and to the left 
and also presses on the vagus nerve which 
partly supplies the diaphragm, lungs, stomach 
and heart. The accompanying symptoms, such 
as difficulty in breathing, dizziness, and irreg- 
ular heart beat, generally cause the patient con- 
siderable anxiety. 

A correct diagnosis is of the utmost import- 
ance because a cure is so simple once this dis- 
order is recognized, yet many patients with it 
become convinced that they have something 
really seriously wrong with them and visit 
doctor after doctor and try everything from 
home remedies to narcotics, looking in vain for 
a cure that literaly lies under their noses. 

The diagnosis may be made in several ways. 
The fluoroscopic X-ray will show the patient in 
the act of swallowing air. The bolus of air can 
be seen coming down from the mouth and 
entering the stomach, sometimes while the 
patient is engaged in belching and thinking that 
he is relieving the stomach of gas. The X-ray 
also shows the rise and fall of the thyroid 
cartilage, proving that swallowing is taking 
place. If a stomach tube is used, it will allow 
the air to escape and promptly relieve all dis- 
tress, and it will also disclose the presence of 
bile in the stomach. Bile is not normally found 
in the stomach. It's abnormal presence indicates 
that it has been sucked backward into the 
stomach from the duodenum. This takes place 
in all aerophagics. 

This is one disorder where the dietetic treat- 
ment plays a comparatively minor role in the 
cure. The important thing is to train the patient 
just what is taking place. He must learn not to 
gulp his food down too rapidly and he should 
be shown that he cannot swallow air if his 
mouth is open. The mouth must first be closed. 
If those who feel that they must belch, will open 
the mouth, there will not be the danger of swal- 
lowing air at the same time. You can fill your 
stomach and intestines with air by just closing 
your mouth and gulping and this is what you 
do when you swallow your food too rapidly. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—H. U. inquires: “Do you confirm 
the idea that each person is a chemical type? 
If so, how can one find out what type he is? If 
we are chemical types, how can one select the 
foods best for elf?” 

ANSWER—I am acquainted with the class- 
ification of so-called chemical types, but do not 
believe they wre of much value in the selection 
of food. In my own opinion it would be better 
to clarify people as heavy-boned or light-boned. 
The heavy-boned type generally has a large, 
barrel chest and better assimilative organs, and, 
therefore, is better able to use more starchy 
foods than the smaller-boned type, which tends 
to have more trouble with digestive disorders 
and constipation. 

QUESTION — Miss Matilda G. asks: “Are 
sties caused from impure blood or defective 
eyes, and what is remedy?” 

ANSWER—The acidosis which makes sties 
or boils possible is created through wrong eat- 
ing habits. The irritating cause may be from 
rubbing the eyes and infecting the eyelids. 
Defective vision ts effect in producing sties, 
mainly because the one who is suffering from 
eyestrain is liable to rub the eyes more fre- 
quently.

A Day in Canadian History 


On th’s date (November 7), in 
1873, Alexander Mackenzie was 
sworn as prim? minister of Can- 


ada in successicn to Sir John A. 
Macdonald, who had reigned the 
previous day as a result of the 
Pacific scandal charges The 
Liberals were then in a minority 
in the House of Commons. Lord 
Dufferin grant:d a dissolution 
and the Liberals won with a 
majori.y of 60. It looked as if 
they were in office for a long 
time, but within five years Sir 
John was back, destined to stay 
until his death in 1891 


The Mackenzie cabinet was 
dominated by the canny Scot. 
There must have been many d's- 
agreements, for within a year 
more than half the portfolios 
had be-n changed. The ministry 
was unfortunate in many ways. 


It lived in a period of great de- 
ion and was considcred too 
mical in a period when the 
electors looked for public works
